This work 
revolutionised the science of Navigation, and was the 
first to point out the deflection of the needle. The date 
at which it was written appears in some of the passages 
of the earlier part of the book as 1545, but a year or two 
probably elapsed before the author could finish it and 
get it ready for the press. 

The instructions for map-making are not the least 
interesting part of the text, and would he found useful 
by^ many persons who are unable to understand the 
principle of the wind-roses and rhumb-lines which cover 
the surface of old hydrographic charts.

Only three copies ot the Map are known to be 
extant in this early issue or state, namely, one in the 
British Museum, one in America, and this one. (There 
exist nine impressions of a later state, in which an inscrip- 
tion was added referring to the land around Magellan's 
Straits.) Mr. Corte has shown that Edward Wright, 
the author of the " Errors in Navigation, 1599," was the 
real inventor of the so-called Mercator- system of pro- 
jection, and that to him the fundamental idea of the 
Hakluyt map is due. This is not incompatible with 
the idea suggested by Hakluyt himself, that Emeric 
Mollineux was the draughtsman or engraver. Hakluyt's 
sense is plain—/ here give you a goad general map, 
pending the completion of a great niiork by Mollineux. 
He calls that great work an exact terrestrial globe, but 
he plainly refers to something for which the Linschoten 
map was a substitute, and must therefore have meant a 
map of the world. Such a work, with the constant 
accretion of new information, might well have been 
begun and changed and begun again before it reached 
the engraver's final stage ; and such a process, under 
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the watchful care of Edward Wright, might have not 
been accomplished till 1599 or 1600.

The honour of ranking as Editio Princeps of the 
narrative which describes tne first circumnavigation of 
the globe, is disputed between the Roman book of Novem- 
ber, 1523, and the Colc^ne book of January, 1523. There 
was no copy of either of them in the Barlow and Ives 
■collections. Is the Cologne edition two months later or 
ten months earlier than the one printed at Rome? It 
was usual in both cities to count the year as beginning 
with January i, but'there never was a uniform practice 
anywhere. 

The Secretary, Maximilian, wrote the book in Spain, 
from an oral examination of the commander and soqie of 
the crew of the " Victoria," late in October, 1521. He 
sent his MS. to the Cardinal of Saltzbur^, whom it 
reached probably by the beginning of 1522.— In or about 
November, 1522, the Bishop of Tern i was sent by the 
Pope to Nurnberg, where he obtained a manuscript copy 
of Maximilian's recital, which he forwarded to Rome to 
the printer Calvus. The latter must have had the affair 
in hand tor eight or nine months before he broueht out 
his edition, which was evidently believed to be tne first 
pubhcation of the work. In the Cologne edition thereare 
no license and prefatory matter, such as might be 
expected to accompany a first edition ; but on the other 
band the text, if incorrect here and there, is on the whole 
nearer than the Roman to the original text, and it has - 
the formal inscription of place and date (Valladolid, 
24 Oct. 1522) which is omitted in the oth^r.
